“In the last IOO years, while C hris­ 
tian missionaries have been working 
in China, less than half a million 
Chinese liave embraced

until they number in the millions.” 
After asserting that atheism

communism.”

speaker declared that the 
Soviet 
governm ent has paid the Sunday
